Surviving brothers Groucho, 
Zeppo and Gum mo were not 
present uAen the end came, a 
hospital spokesman said. 
Mostly 
retired In recent 
years, Harpo —the silent one of 
the act —led a quiet life at his 
Palm Springs home hard by the 


fairways of Tamarisk Country 
Club. During the hot summer 
months on the desert, he moved 
to Beverly Hills where he often 
walked unrecognized on the 
streets. 
That was because his regular 
appearance was so different 
from the curly wigged, top-hat- 
ted, horn-blowlng, blond-chas- 
ing nut he played in the act. 
Precise of speech —although 
his voice was never heard on 
the stage or screen —he was 
the darling of the intellectual 
set. 
“ Harpo was born an intellec­ 
tual," said Groucho, “ because 
he didn’t learn it in school. He 
had such a hard time getting 
through kindergarten that he 
quit shortly after. 
“ Chico was the only one of us 
who ever got through public 
school and to him education 
was something that helped him 
read the racing form." 
Chico, the piano • playing 
brother with the Italian dialect, 
died in 1961. 


He was the oldest of the five 
brothers whose plays and mov­ 
ies, such as “ Animal Crack­ 
ers," “ Coconuts" and “ A Night 
at the Opera" were considered 
classics of 
both 
stage and 
screen. 
Harpo became one of the 
world's more famed harpists— 
although he never took a lesson. 
He couldn’t read music, but he 
often soloed with major sym­ 
phony orchestras. 
Asked once to explain his 
appeal to intellectuals the wo rid 
over —from Alexander Wool- 
cott to George Bernard Shaw — 
Harpo 
answered 
modestly: 
“ I'm just a great listener.” 
He claimed that his brothers 
never let him speak in the act 
because it would prove to the 
world that he was the only sane 
one in the family. 
Actually he started his panto­ 
mime act because his driving 
mother tossed him into show 
business on such short notice 
that she didn’t have time to 
write lines for him.

The speaker stated that he 
has found most people to be 
misinformed about the welfare 
program, 
but reminded 
his 
audience there always has been 
some kind of a welfare agency 
in the United States. “ The first 
office to be recognized in Mis­ 
souri was in 1931, when it was 
called the general relief of­ 
fice, followed by the social 
security aid passed in 1935, 
and finally the social security 
act passed in 1936, for total 
dependability, 
old age 
sistanoe, ADC, and nelp for the 
blind. In 1946 the name was 
changed to the Health and Wel­ 
fare Division." 
In Sikeston, the speaker said, 
there were nine case workers, 
one child welfare worker, six 
stenographers, and a director. 
He added that the office is now 
trying to hire five more case 
workers. Since 1962 the govern­ 
ment has passed a new act to 
give more services, and now 
there are new service units 
in this immediate araa. 
It was learned from the speak­ 
er that the eligibility rules tor 
assistance under the program 
was the age limit at 65, total 
000, and cash allowed was $750 
per person. In the case of hus­ 


band and wife it was $1500. A 
person must have lived in Mis­ 
souri for five of the past nine 
years, and one year before 
application is made. The needs 
are determined for food, rent, 
fuel and lighting, and if they 
own properly, taxes are al­ 
lowed. The program will also 
allow payments on buying their 
property as well as $10 monthly 
on furniture payments. 


In the event a person is draw­ 
ing social security, wages, etc., 
the difference will be sub­ 
traced, with $70 being the high­ 
est payment. A bed-fast patient 
can 
receive 
$110 monthly. 
There is a permanent disability 
program for those under 65, and 
then must have examination by 
a doctor, and be passed by a 
medical review team. The prop­ 
erty allowed is the same as the 
welfare program, and ranges 
from age 18 to 65. An 18 year 
old person to qualify cannot 
have two able bodied parents at 
home. The aid to dependent chil­ 
dren program is the same as 
the old age program, and the aid 
to the blind have a maximum 
payment of $75 per month.

If y ou are tired of workin g for 
a priv ate compan y an d wan t to 
try gov ern men t employ men t, 
y ou might look toward Wash­ 
in gton in stead of y ou r state or 
local gov ern men t. The av erage 
pay from Un cle Sam is mu ch 
higher, ev en thou gh there are 
a lot more state-local gov ern ­ 
men t jobs. 
New figu res show there are 
an estimated 13 Federal ci­ 
v ilian employ ees for ev ery 
thou san d American s, accordin g 
to Tax Fou n dation , In c. At all 
lev els of gov ern men t, 
t h e r e 
were 9 .7 million pu blic em­ 
ploy ees in October, 
19 6 3, 
348,000 more than in 19 62. Most 
of the in crease was accou n ted 
for by state an d local workers. 
They ' totaled 7.2 million as 
again st the approx imate 2.5 
million Federal workers as of 
the same date. (On a fu ll-time 
equ iv alen t basis, the 7.2 mil­ 
lion figu re redu ces to 6.3 mil­ 
lion ). 
Hie kicker comes in the pay ­ 
roll figu res distribu ted by the 
Cen su s Bu reau . Of the total 
$4.3 billion mon thly cost of 
civ ilian gov ern men t pay rolls, 
state an d local pay rolls amou n t­ 
ed to $2.8 billion . 
This mean s, said the Fou n da­ 
tion , that on av erage, each Fed­ 
eral employ ee receiv ed $559 a 
mon th, whereas a fu ll - time 
state or local worker receiv ed, 
on av erage, $457. 
There is a possibility the Fed­ 
eral worker’s pay may be in ­ 
creased, too—ev en thou gh a 
salary -hikin g bill (total esti­ 
mated cost, $639 million y early ) 
was defeated on ly a few weeks 
ago. An other wage - boostin g 
bill, costin g $533 million an ­ 
n u ally was proposed late last 
mon th. 
Here are some pertin en t facts, 
n otes the Fou n dation : 
(1) The OBE (Office of Bu si­ 
n ess Econ omics) say s that av ­ 
erage y early earn in gs per fu ll­ 
time employ ee in priv ate bu si­ 
n ess rose from $4,238 in 19 57 
to $5,014 in 19 62, or 18 per­ 
cen t; av erage compen sation of 
Federal civ ilian workers com­ 
pu ted on the same basis rose 
31 
percen t (from $4,9 71 to 
$6,506), while pay of state-local 
workers wen t from $3,9 58 to 
$5,014, or 27 percen t. In the 
same period, the Con su mer’s 
Price In dex wen t u p less than 
8 percen t. 
(2) Had the origin al pay -hik­ 
in g bill passed, it wou ld hav e 
mean t that Con gress had okay ed 
—within 18 mon ths—three pay 
in creases costin g $1.6 billion 
an n u ally . 
(3) By on e estimate, Federal 
civ ilian workers u p to grade 
15 or 16 hav e obtain ed an ov er- 
all pay in crease of 55percen t— 
sin ce 19 55. U. S. employ ees 
gen erally hav e had six salary 
in creases in the y ears 19 55-64. 
The n ewest pay bill proposed 
wou ld redu ce the m a x i m u m 
raises to $7,500. It wou ld raise 
legislators’ salaries to $30,000 
a y ear; last hike was in 19 55. 
With his presen t ($22,500)pay ,

SOCIAL LEGISLATION 
Social Security Financing Costly 
Firm contracts with private insurance com­ 
panies are possible because private insurance 
plans are financed by a “ full-reserve” funding 
of the liabilities involved. In simple language 
this means that the premium dollars acquired 
together with the interest income received from 
their investment in earning assets will provide 
a fund adequate to pay off all liabilities. In 
contrast, 
under 
present 
social 
security 
schedules, the financing will be only about 1/8 
“full-reserve” and about 7/8 tax contributions 
of current employees, employers and the self­ 
employed. 
This contrast between our private insurance 
and social security systems is vividly demon­ 
strated by the difference between the two sys­ 
tems in the proportion of benefits paid which 
is provided by interest income. Under the 
social security system, as amended this year, 
the interest earnings obtained from investing in 
Government bonds any excess of income over 
outgo will provide during the 1960*s only about 
five percent of the benefits disbursed; whereas 
the interest earnings of fully funded private 
p en sion plans provide about 40 percent of the 
* * 
rni— 
-~«.4-iwvri of social 
cost of benefits. Thus, the method 
security financing is by far the more costly 
a rra n g em en t. Because of the absence of interest 
income obtained by the social security system, 
greater dollar outlays in the form of taxes or 
contributions are required.

Among the things we don't need 
In this hour when the Congress 
should be dedicating its efforts 
toward strength 
and unity

so-called Hart Bill 
(S. 387) - to standardize package 
sizes, weights and shapes... 
“ AND” to quote from 
the 
bUl, 
“ FOR 
OTHER PUR­ 
POSES” . The emphasis Is ours, 
and placed where it belongs. 
Conceived in the presumption 
that 
American businessmen 
would 
rather 
cheat the

than satisfy her 
(which would be a strange way, 
indeed, to build repeat sales), 
and dedicated to the proposition 
that the American housewife is 
not very bright, either;

BUI 
is a gruesome

Federal Trade Commission and 
the Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration (which would share in 
the enforcement of the new 
legislation) that they now have 
authority broad enough for full 
protection of the consumer and 
to curb any abusive practices 
that may exist or arise. 
In 
support of this position, the 
National Conference on Weights 
and Measures, after studying 
the problem of labelling 
and 
packaging, has stated that no 
new Federal law is required. 
What is 
needed, rather than 
more law, is better enforce 
ment - as recognized by the 
House 
Appropriations Com­ 
mittee in allowing an increase 
of approximately $7 million In 
the 1964 budget of the Food and 
Drug Administration. The com­ 
mittee has stated; “ Ever since 
the Food and Drug Act was 
passed, the Law has provided 
for a level of protection of the 
American people that the FDA 
has not had the faculties to 
achieve. 
This budget provides 
for a big forward step (includ­ 
ing a 20 percent increase in 
permanent personnel) in this 
direction.” 
The Hart BUI (S. 387) proposes 
rule by bureaucracy rather than 
by law as we have known it. 
In 
granting authority to the 
Executive Branch to operate 
under the Administrative Pro­ 
cedures Act, it seeks question­ 
able enforcement remedies that 
threaten the right of citizens 
to a fair trial based on the 
law and the truth.

would boost the cost of 
everything the housewife buys.

And with two lanes for 
cars going the same direction, 
freeways provide a 
safety 
measure in passing. 
But, many of the highways 
today have only two lanes to 
take care of the increased traf­ 
fic in both directions. On these 
roadways drivers must do a 
better job of driving to assure 
they will not be at the same 
place at the same time as 
another driver. 
Colonel Hugh H. Waggoner, 
Superintendent of the Missouri 
Highway Patrol, has recently 
called attention to new prob­ 
lems in traffic safety that are 
becoming more serious as ve­ 
hicle travel increases. 
The Colonel said that the in­ 
creasing use of the motor ve­ 
hicle and the great divergence 
of 
speeds 
they 
are being 
operated on our two-lane high­ 
ways in areas where passing is 
difficult, has caused congestion 
to become a more and more 
serious element in the traffic 
accident problem. 
Where drivers persist in driv­ 
ing a great deal slower than 
most of the other drivers on 
highways where safe passing 
is difficult, long lines of traf­ 
fic are the result. 
“ It is easy to see,” he said, 
“ there is a greater chance 
for two cars to be In the same 
place at the same time under 
these conditions.” 
Waggoner pointed out that con­ 
gestion! under these circum­ 
stances 
tremendously 
in­ 
creased the possibility of rear- 
end, side-swiping and head-on 


collisions, as well as run-off­ 
roadway accidents in trying to 
avoid collisions, 
“ In our public safety educa­ 
tion programs,” he said, “ we 
are asking drivers to drive 
sensibly, neither too slow nor 
too fast. TTiis will not eliminate 
all of our traffic problems, but 
It certainly will help reduce 
one that is becoming more and 
more serious.” 


NATIONAL, NOT 
STATE CAPITOL 
BEST JOB-HUNTING GROUND 
If you are tired of working for 
a private company and want to 
try government employment, 
you might look toward Wash­ 
ington instead of your state or 
local government. Hie average 
pay from Uncle Sam is much 
higher, even though there are 
a lot more state-local govern­ 
ment jobs. 
New figures show there are 
an estimated 13 Federal ci­ 
vilian employees for every 
thousand Americans, according 
to Tax Foundation, Inc. At all 
levels of government, t h e r e 
were 9.7 million public em­ 
ployees in October, 
196 3, 
348,000 more than in 1962. Most 
of the Increase was accounted 
for by state and local workers. 
They'totaled 7.2 million as 
against the approximate 2.5 
million Federal workers as of 
the same date. (On a full-time 
equivalent basis, the 7.2 mil­ 
lion figure reduces to 6.3 mil­ 
lion). 
The kicker comes in the pay­ 
roll figures distributed by the 
Census Bureau. Of the total 
$4.3 billion monthly cost of 
civilian government payrolls, 
state and local payrolls amount­ 
ed to $2.8 billion. 
This means, said the Founda­ 
tion, that on average, each Fed­ 
eral employee received $559 a 
month, whereas a full - time 
state or local worker received, 
on average, $457. 
There Is a possibility the Fed­ 
eral worker’s pay may be in­ 
creased, too—even though a 
salary-hiking bill (total esti­ 
mated cost, $6j9 million yearly) 
was defeated only a few weeks 
ago. Another wage - boosting 
bill, costing $533 million an­ 
nually was proposed late last 
month. 
Here are some pertinent facts, 
notes the Foundation; 
(1) The OBE (Office of Busi­ 
ness Economics) says that av­ 
erage yearly earnings per full­ 
time employee In private busi­ 
ness rose from $4,238 in 1957 
to $5,014 in 1962, or 18 per­ 
cent; average compensation of 
Federal civilian workers com­ 
puted on the same basis rose 
31 percent (from $4,971 to 
$6,506), while pay of state-local 
workers went from $3,958 to 
$5,014, or 27 percent. In the 
same period, the Consumer’s 
Price Index went up less than 
8 percent. 
(2) Had the original pay-hik­ 
ing bill passed, it would have 
meant that Congress had okayed 
—within 18 months—three pay 
increases costing $1.6 billion 
annually. 
(3) By one estimate, Federal 
civilian workers up to grade 
15 or 16 have obtained an over­ 
all pay increase of 55percent— 
since 1955. U. S. employees 
generally have had six salary 
increases In the years 1955-64. 
The newest pay bill proposed 
would reduce the m a x i m u m 
raises to $7,500. It would raise 
legislators’ salaries to $30,000 
a year; last hike was in 1955. 
With his present ($22,500) pay, 
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a married Congressman, ming 
a joint Federal Income tax re­ 
turn, with no other Income to 
report and no dependents, now 
pays an estimated $5,394 In in­ 
dividual income tax.

Press Club the early 
morning of Friday, Nov. 22, 
some of them remaining until 
nearly three o’clock. T h e y 
were drinking. When they de­ 
parted, three were reported en 
route to an all-night Beatnik 
rendezvous, ‘The Cellar.* 
“ Obviously men who have 
been drinking until three A.M. 
are in no condition to be trig­ 
ger-alert or in the best physi­ 
cal shape to protect anyone.” 
Publication of this column 
brought a n angry call from 
Pierre Salinger, then in charge 
of White House press relations, 
plus concerned queries from 
some editors. T7ie statement 
was made by Salinger and oth­ 
ers that the members of the 
White House detail who stayed 
up late did not have to work 
next day. 
The Warren Commission, af­ 
ter exhaustive investigation,

The Warren Commission was 
stem in its report.

This is the salu­ 
tary goal to which the secret 
service regulation is directed 
when it absolutely forbids drink­ 
ing by any agent accompanying 
the President.

Washington, D. C.— Scandal 
often sways the outcome of state 
and local elections but the rec­ 
ord does not show a recent in­ 
stance where misconduct played 
an important part in deciding 
a Presidential election. 
The number one scandal of the 
Johnson Administration is the 
Bobby Baker case and the Re­ 
publicans are making the most 
of it despite history’s evidence 
that scandal does not serve to 
defeat an incumbent President. 
Actually the Baker case pre­ 
dates the assumption of the 
Presidency by Lyndon John­ 
son. He was Vice President 
when 
the initial 
disclosures 
were made, and Senate Majority 
Leader when his protege began 
the wheeling and dealing which 
led to Baker’s downfall. 
President Johnson has denied 
Baker was his protege but the 
evidence is all on the other side. 
The fact is that Baker owed his 
position as Secretary of the 
Senate Majority almost solely to 
Johnson. Johnson was his boss 
and 
all 
of 
Baker’s 
power 
stemmed from his closeness to 
Johnson. 
For a period of several years, 
anybody who wanted anything 
from Majority Leader Johnson 
or Vice President Johnson had 
to clear it with Bobby. News­ 
papermen, lobbyists, govern­ 
ment officials knew this. Most 
of them knew Bobby personally, 
because he held the key to get­ 
ting things done. 
A personal experience comes 
to mind. 
A publishing group 
was seeking to persuade Vice 
President Johnson to speak to 
its convention. 
All arrange­ 
ments were made with Baker, 
who acted as the Vice P resi­ 
dent’s agent. Baker agreed that 
Johnson would appear and he 
did. 
Stereo Set Accepted by LBJ 
There is no evidence that John­ 
son profited personally from 
the business ventures of his 
protege. Johnson did accept a 
stereo set which was paid for 
by an insurance man involved 
with Baker in numerous ways. 
However, this was a kickback 
on insurance policies bought by 
Johnson through arrangements 
made by Baker and was not 
linked to investments by Baker 
himself. 
Baker was Secretary to the 
Senate Majority when Lyndon 
Johnson was Majority Leader. 
One of Baker’s principal re ­ 
sponsibilities was to line up 
Democratic votes in the Senate. 
He counted noses in advance of 
important votes and saw to it 
that Democratic Senators were 
on the floor when it was time 
to vote. 


At one point, Johnson said he 
regarded Baker as "one of my 
most trusted, most loyal and 
most competent friends.” He 
termed Baker "my strong right 
arm, the last man I see at night, 
the first one I see in the morn­ 
ing.” 
Some Democrats contend that 
there has been no proof that 
Baker violated any law, and 
nearly a year after the ini- 
tail disclosures he is still a 
free man. The Department of 
Justice has brought no action 
against him, even after the 
Senate investigation was com­ 
pleted. It has since been re ­ 
opened, following new disclo­ 
sures by Senator John J. Wil­ 
liam s (R., Del.). 
However, Senate investigators 
charged 
Baker 
with 
"many 
gross 
improprieties” 
while, 
holding public office and ob­ 
tained a large government loan 
on the basis of a fake bank de­ 
posit of $100,000. Both offenses 
are crimes. Baker had an op-i 
portunlty to 
answer 
all the 
charges against him, but plead­ 
ed the Fifth and other amend­ 
ments and remained mute. Re­ 
liance on Constitutional guaran­ 
tees is something less than an 
admission of guilt but innocent 
witnesses have no reason to re­ 
fuse to testify. 
Reputation of 
Senate Besmirched 
The Baker case is more im ­ 
portant than the single man 
it centers around. The Senate’s 
reputation has been badly ta r­ 
nished by Its handling of the 
whole affair. The Senate Rules 
Committee 
investigation was 
something less than thorough. 
Whenever the trail led to a Sena­ 
tor or to the White House, the 
probe was turned In another di­ 
rection. 
After 
fully 
discounting the 
partisan motives of Republicans 
who a e trying to make politi­ 
cal hay out of the scandal, It is 
still obvious there was corrup­ 
tion in high places that has 
gone unpunished to date. If it 
had not been for Republican 
disclosures 
plus 
digging by 
newspapers, there would have 
been no investigation at all. 
Possibly 
after 
election the 
truth will out and steps will be 
taken to prevent this sort of 
influence peddling at the highest 
level. In the meantime, both the

Colorful Roofing 
Aids in Styling 
Older Homes 


Remodeling a home with color 
is an art, a science, and a hobby 
rolled into one. 
Housewives find that color styl­ 
ing brings out dormant talents, 
results in new-found beauty for 
their homes. No other home proj­ 
ect can produce such marked im­ 
provements at so little cost. 
The approach to color styling 
must start with the house as it 
is. First comes an appraisal of ob­ 
vious faults: is the house drab- 
looking, too low, too high or too 
shallow, or just too old-fashioned? 
Does it need accent to add char­ 
acter, or a harmonizing color to 
hide defects? What can be done 
about the problem? 
The roof, which usually is the 
largest 
unbroken 
color 
area, 
helps set the tone of the entire 
house. The roof color and ma­ 
terial should be chosen first— 
and with care. 
The most popular roofing to­ 
day, and one that offers the wid­ 
est range of colors, is asphalt 
shingles. They are available in 
pastel shades, white, black, rich 
forest colors and blends which 
provide wide flexibility in color 
schemes. 
New heavyweight asphalt shin­ 
gles give years of extra service. 
In addition, their extra thickness 
provides a deep shadow line. 
After the roof color is chosen, 
select the house body and trim 
colors. 
If the basic shape and propor­ 
tions of a house are good, they 
can be emphasized by trim color. 
If not, it’s best to concentrate a 
strong color at one point, such as

LONDON (AP) —Most Euro­ 
pean papers agreed 
Monday 
that the Warren Commission 
effectively spiked rumors of a 
conspiracy in the assassination 
of President John F. Kennedy. 
Others however, including all 
Communist and leftist papers, 
said the report left a great 
many questions unanswered. 
Le Monde o f 
P^ns began 
publishing the massive text of 
the 
report — so 
great was 
French interest. 
The paper’ s Washington cor- 
respondent wrote that readers 
would either have to accept the 
report as the truth or take the 
position that thousands of per­ 
sons became accomplices in the 
“ greatest governmental mysti­ 
fication of modern times in the 
West.” 
W e s t 
Berlin’ s 
largest 
tabloid, BZ, said the report 
has killed the stories about 
“ an alleged conspiracy of oil 
billionaires, of the race fana­ 
tics and of the poor white 
trash.” 
“ The Warren 
report 
has 
given us a feeling of relief,” 
it added. “ America remains 
what it is. The Warren report 
has destroyed the legend of the 
*Bad America.* Ibis is the re­ 
port’ s great achievement.” 
In Denmark, however, t h e 
Conservative^jj.T, said the re­ 
port “ does not bring us one 
small step closer to the real 
truth about the assassination.” 
The Copenhagen Radical-Lib­ 
eral Ekstrabladet said: “ The 
report is a strange documen1 
without any proofs. The doubts 
have become even greater, and 
the killing of President John F, 
Kennedy is still a mystery.” 
In London, following a morn­ 
ing press largely endorsing the 
report, the Conservative Eve­ 
ning Standard said this one big 
question remained: 
“ Why did the security forces 
of the United States, 
and the 
police force of Dallas fail, when 
President Kennedy went to the 
city trusting them to protect 
him?” 
Vienna’ s Independent Daily 
Die Presse said: “ The report 
is well-written and can be com­ 
pared with the best of English 
literature, but like a book it 
leaves many questions open.” 
In Moscow, the Communist 


party paper Pravda said the 
report fails to dissipate 
all 
doubts and suspicions about the 
assassination. 
Gold Leaf 
UsedToPatch 
BloodVessels, 
Tissues 
.-Gold leaf has been used 
successfully to patch punctured 
blood vessels and defects in oth­ 
er body tissues, including the 
braing, Drs. John P. Gallagher 
and Charles F. Geschickter, 
Washington, D.C., reported to­ 
day. 
Gold leaf “ displays a unique 
ability to adhere closely to 
most of the body tissues in­ 
cluding bone” when it is elec­ 
trically charged, a technique 
used for centuries by guilders, 
the Georgetown University re­ 
searchers wrote in the Journal 
of the American 
Medical As­ 
sociation. 
“ Its adherence, malleability, 
chemical inertness, 
and ten­ 
sile strength render gold leaf 
of singular value in surgery,” 
they said. 
It acts like a patch when 
placed over a tear in a blood 
vessel, on a bleeding capillary 
surface, or on an opening in a 
membrane, 
they 
explained. 
This 
allows 
normal healing 
which renders the seal per­ 
manent, they added. 
In 10 patients, charged gold 
leaf was used to stop bleeding 
from arteries and veins on the 
dura mater, which is the outer 
membrane of the brain, 
the 
cerebral and cerebellar cortex, 
and the surface of the spinal 
cord, according to the report. 
It also was used to control 
bleeding from soft tissues such 
as muscle. 
“ It was found to be ideal for 
sealing small holes in the dura 
mater and as a protective cover 
for sutured incisions in this 
membrane,” the authors said. 
None of the patients displayed 
any 
evidence 
of adverse re­ 
action to the gold implants and 
in all cases the wounds healed, 
they reported. 


For 
generations 
the per­ 
manent arrest of hemorrhage 
from arteries and veins as well 
as from oozing capillary beds 
has been a serious problem for 
surgeons, 
the authors com­ 
mented. Tieing off large blood 
vessels to control bleeding is 
often not feasible. Other meth­ 
ods of controlling hemorrhage 
depend on the formation of a 
blood clot which may block the 
blood vessel completely. 
The gold leaf patch does not 
rely on the formation of a clot, 
and 
animal 
studies 
showed 
application of the gold patch to a 
wounded vessel does not reduce 
circulation, t h e researchers 
stressed. 
The gold leaf is electrically 
charged merely by stroking a 
camel hair brush against a rub­ 
ber comb and touching the leaf 
to the positively charged brush. 
The leaf adheres to the brush 
until it is touched to living 
tissue. Then it is promptly re­ 
leased and clings tightly to 
the tissue. In view of this, liv­ 
ing tissue apparently has a neg­ 
ative charge, the authors said. 
Under 
normal 
laboratory 
conditions, foil loses an elec­ 
trostatic charge in a matter of 
a 
few 
minutes, the authors 
pointed out. However, they said, 
animal 
experiments 
proved 
there was prolonged electrical 
attraction between tissues and 
gold leaf. 
The 
same 
principle has 
been 
used 
for centuries by 
guilders who draw a brush over 
their hair until it is charged 
sufficiently to pick up the gold 
leaf they wish to apply, ac­ 
cording to the Journal article. 
Gold leaf is made by the time 
honored 
method o f beating 
sheets of pure 
gold with a 
wooden mallet. Microscopic ex­ 
amination revealed that gold 
leaf is composed of stratified 
layers of metal. It is about 
l-280,000ths of an inch thick, 
consisting of 98 per cent gold 
and 2 per cent alloy, added as 
a hardener. 
It is the most malleable of 
all metals and blends into de­ 
pressions and irregular sur­ 
faces with ease, the authors 
stressed. Even when beaten into 
thin sheets, it still retains its 
tensile strength. 
Unlike silver and tin, ele­ 
mental gold is chemically inert 
and appears to be ideal for use 
in human tissues. 
For surgical purposes, gold 
leaf should be two or three 
times as thick as the leaf now 
available, the authors added. 
Commercial 
leaf 
contains 
minute holes, which 
are a p -. 
parently thinned areas due to, 
excessive beating. 
A thicker 
leaf can be obtained simply by 
stopping the goldbeating pro­ 
cess at an earlier stage, 
Electrically charged gold leaf 
also clings to the skin for a 
number of days if the site is 
protected with a covering, the 
authors added. 
Although gold salts and gold 
plate have been used previous­ 
ly for therapeutic purposes, no 
references to theuseof cnarged 
leaf or, foil in surgery or medi­ 
cine qo'ild be found in the medi­ 
cal literature, they said.

—Business failures rose 7 per 
cent in August from July , an 
unseasonal trend.

But makers say 
the August trend was largely 
seasonal. 
—New orders for durable 
goods dropped 9 per ceut last 
month from their July 
high. 
—And there are 3,750 fewer 
retail stores today than a y ear 
ago, although that still leav es 1,-

« Th*re’'rnothif» g like a poke in 
the ribs to make a person perk 
up...nor is there any thing bet­ 
ter .than ribs in y our “ poke** 
to perk up appetites and keep 
the budget balanced. 
Beef short ribs in y our poke 
(or shopping cart) mean sav ­ 
ings and a taste treat. Short 
ribs are one of the less popu- 
lar--o r less in demand—cuts 
of beef that almost alway s are 
lower priced. Grocers must 
keep the price reasonable to be 
sure these items are selected 
as well as favored cuts, ex ­ 
plains the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture’s Marketing Ser­ 
vice. 
But all beef offers the same 
valuable protein-rich nutrition, 
whether it comes from demand 
cuts like steak or more eco­ 
nomical pieces. And with prop­ 
er cooking, it all boasts beef’s 
hearty flavor. 
Short ribs are cut from the 
ends of ribs, from which come 
the better known, succulent rib 
roasts and steaks. They are 
composed of lay ers of lean 
and fat and are q uite bone-y . 
so 
almost a pound will be 
needed for each serv ing. 
B e e f short ribs should be 
braised, that is, cooked in a 
little water, like a pot roast. 
Short ribs usually are cut in 
! cube shape, and pieces 2x 2x 4 
inches will take approx imately 
1-1/2 to 2-1/2 hours to cook. 
Any number of v ariations in 
flav or are possible with crea­ 
tive use of herbs, spices, and 
sauces. 
Barbecue-like short 
ribs are possible, too, by “ fin­ 
ishing" them in the broiler. 
RECIPES FOR GOOD EATING 
BRAISED SHORT RIBS 
2 to 3 pounds beef ribs 
Fat or oil 
1 cup water 
Salt, pepper, flour 
Cut meat in serv ing pieces 
and sprinkle with salt, pepper, 
and flour. Brown well on all 
sides in a little hot fat. Add 
water and cover closely . Cook 
in 350 degree F. oven until 
tender—about 2 hours. Or cook 
slowly on top of range. Make 
grav y with the drippings* 4 ser­ 
vings. 
SHORT RIBS EPICUREAN 
Cut 3 pounds beef short ribs 
into serv ing size pieces. Rub 
short ribs with cut clove of 
garlic. Place ribs in heavy 
cooking pan; sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Add one sliced, 
medium-size onion. Cov er with 
water. Cover pan tightly and 
simmer slowly 2 hours. If de­ 
sired, the nex t step, which calls 
for baking, can be done in the 
same pan, or short ribs can be 
transferred to greased baking 
dish. Add 2 cups tomatoes and 
1 teaspoonjaaprika. Cover tight­ 
ly . Use aluminum foil on the 
baking dish if it doesn’t have 
a cov er. Bake in slow oven, 
300 degrees F., until ribs are 
v ery tender—about 1 hour. Re­ 
move cov er during last 15 min­ 
utes so short ribs will brown 
slightly . Serv es 4 or 5.

Dawson Says Summer 
Business Was Better Than 
Previously

NEW YORK (AP) — Only a 
few sour notes mar the per­ 
formance as the third quarter of 
the business year nears its fi­ 
nale. 
The summer was better than 
usual on many counts. But even 
the most optimistic forecaster 
has to take note of some dis­ 
turbing trends in 
the final 
weeks: 
—The auto industry had bet­ 
ter than usual sales — but also 
a labor pact that some fear 
might spread inflationary fires 
to other sectors of the economy. 
And the final days of the quar­ 
ter were marred by walkouts at 
General Motors plants and a 
contract impasse. 
—Housing starts in August 
fell 5 per cent below a year ago, 
while contracts for future resi­ 
dential building 
trailed 
the 
1963 August by 11 per cent. For 
all types of construction, con­ 
tracts were running 7 per cent 
behind a year ago. 
—Business failures rose 7 per 
cent in August from July, an 
unseasonal trend. 
—Machine tool orders, often a 
barometer, 
were the lowest 
since last November, off 15 per 
cent from July, But makers say 
the August trend was largely 
seasonal. 
—New orders for durable 
goods dropped 9 per ceut last 
month from their July ■HPr* 
high. 
—And there are 3,750 fewer 
retail stores today than a year 
ago, although that still leaves 1,-

853,530 in which Americans can 
shop. 
But the good performance — 
rising personal incomes and 
consumer 
spending, 
record 
industrial output, boom ing steel 
production and orders, ade­ 
quate supply of loanable funds 
— outweighs the others in the 
view of most businessmen. 
On this basis a majority of the 
Philadelphia 
meeting of the 
National Association o f Busi­ 
ness Economists agreed in a 
poll that the total national out­ 
put of goods and services should 
average $652 billion • in 1965, 
a gain of 4 per cent over the 
record pace this Gross Nation­ 
al Product is setting this year. 
And they forecast a 3 per cent 
rise in industrial production, 
and a 5 per cent increase in 
consumer spending.

•T hrt'e’S-nothing like a poke in 
the ribs to make a person perk 
up...nor is there anything bet­ 
ter ,than ribs in your “ poke” 
to perk up appetites and keep 
the budget balanced. 
Beef short ribs in your poke 
(or shopping cart) mean sav­ 
ings and a taste treat. Short 
ribs are one of the less popu- 
lar--or less in demand—cuts 
of beef that almost always are 
lower priced. Grocers must 
keep the price reasonable to be 
sure these items are selected 
as well as favored cuts, ex­ 
plains the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture’s MarketingSer- 
vice. 
But all beef offers the same 
valuable protein-rich nutrition, 
whether it comes from demand 
cuts like steak or more eco­ 
nomical pieces. And with prop­ 
er cooking, it all boasts beePs 
hearty flavor. 
Short ribs are cut from the 
ends of ribs, from which come 
the better known, succulent rib 
roasts and steaks. They are 
composed of layers of lean 
and fat and are quite bone-y, 
so almost a 
pound will be 
needed for each serving. 
B eef short ribs should be 
braised, that is, cooked in a 
little water, like a pot roast. 
Short ribs usually are cut in 


j cube shape, and pieces 2x2x4 
inches will take approximately 
1-1/2 to 2-1/2 hours to cook. 
Any number of variations in 
flavor are possible with crea­ 
tive use of herbs, spices, and 
sauces. 
Barbecue - like short 
ribs are possible, too, by “ fin­ 
ishing*’ them in the broiler. 
RECIPES FOR GOOD EATING 
BRAISED SHORT RIBS 
2 to 3 pounds beef ribs 
Fat or oil 
1 cup water 
Salt, pepper, flour 
Cut meat in serving pieces 
and sprinkle with salt, pepper, 
and flour. Brown well on all 
sides in a little hot fat. Add 
water and cover closely. Cook 
in 350 degree F. oven until 
tender—about 2 hours. Or cook 
slowly on top of range. Make 
gravy with the drippings* 4 ser­ 
vings. 
SHORT RIBS EPICUREAN 
Cut 3 pounds beef short ribs 
into serving size pieces. Rub 
short ribs with cut clove of 
garlic. Place ribs in heavy 
cooking pan; sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Add one sliced, 
medium-size onion. Cover with 
water. Cover pan tightly and 
simmer slowly 2 hours. If de­ 
sired, the next step, which calls 
for baking, can be done in the 
same pan, or short ribs can be 
transferred to greased baking 
dish. Add 2 cups tomatoes and 
1 teaspoon Daprika. Cover tight­ 
ly. Use aluminum foil on the 
baking dish if it doesn’t have 
a cover. Bake in slow oven, 
300 degrees F., until ribs are 
very tender—about 1 hour. Re­ 
move cover during last 15 min­ 
utes so short ribs will brown 
slightly. Serves 4 or 5.

The Sluggers were an ag­ 
gregation proliably typical of a 
hundred teams all over the town.

At long last the President has

the my stery of why he delay ed 
so long and of why his prede­ 
cessor in the White Hou se 
allowed this situ ation to de­ 
v elop remains. 
R has long been known that 
Castro was a Commu nist. He 
had receiv ed Commu nist train­ 
ing in Mex ico long before he 
started the Rev olu tion in Cu ba. 
He was prominent in the Com­ 
mu nist “ Pu tsch” in Colombia 
in 1949 and a United 
States 
diplomat in Colombia at the 
time testified that he 
heard 
Castro’s v oice on' the radio 
say ing : “ This is Fidel Castro 
and we are hav ing a Commu n­ 
ist Rev olu tion.” 
The same 
official testified that after Cas­ 
tro was arrested and im­ 
prisoned by the Colombian au ­ 
thorities, he was released on 
the word of an American offi­ 
cial who declared that Castro 
was a member of General Mar­ 
shall’s body g u ard. 
At least three of ou r ambassa­ 
dors 
to Cu ba warned ou r 
g ov ernment that Castro was a 
Commu nist. 
In this colu mn I 
hav e sou nded that warning re­ 
peatedly du ring the past three 
y ears. 
In 1959 I called former 
Ambassador 
to 
Cu ba, 
the 
Honorable Spru ille Braden, to 
my radio microphone to sou nd 
that warning on the basis of 
his special knowledg e of Cu ba 
and 
other 
Latin American 
cou ntries. 
We did not like Batista. He 
was cru el and he was a ty rant. 
Bu t at least he was anti-Com- 
rnu nist and did not offer Cu ba 
as a base for Commu nist ag ­ 
g ression. He backed ou r poli­ 
cies in the U.N. When Castro 
seized American soldiers, we 
cou ld hav e do minded .hat Ba­ 
tista rescu e them immediately . 
Had he failed to do so, we 
cou ld hav e su pplied the necess­ 
ary arms and forces to hav e 
rou ted the Castro g u errillas and 
hav e secu red the release of ou r 
men. 
At the same time, we 
cou ld hav e demanded that Ba­ 
tista hold popu lar elections for 
the choice of a free g ov ern­ 
ment in Cu ba. 
Instead of following this forth­ 
rig ht and honorable cou rse, we 
followed the adv ice of William 
Arthu r Wieland who was mann­ 
ing the Caribbean desk and of 
Assistant Secretary of State, 
Roy Ru bottom, in their pro- 
Castro policy . 
The Senate Secu rity Commit­ 
tee’s inv estig ation rev eals that 
Wieland told his friends that 
Castro was a Commu nist bu t 
failed to adv ise his su periors 
in the State Department of that 
fact.

He added that the office is now 
trying to hire five m ore case 
w orkers. Since 1962 the govern­ 
m ent has passed a new act to 
give m ore services, and now 
th ere are new service units 
in this imm ediate area. 
It was learned from the speak­ 
e r that the eligibility rules for 
assistan ce under the program 
was the age lim it at 65, total 
OOO, and cash allowed was $750 
p er person. In the case of hus­

Social Security Financing Costly 
Firm contracts with private insurance com­ 
panies are possible because private insurance 
plans are financed by a “ full-reserve” funding 
of the liabilities involved, In simple language 
this means that the premium dollars acquired 
together with the interest income received from 
their investment in earning assets will provide 
a fund adequate to pay off all liabilities, In 
contrast, 
under 
present 
social 
security 
schedules, the financing will be only about 1/8 
“ full-reserve” and about 7/8 tax contributions 
of current employees, em ployers and the self­ 
employed. 
This contrast between our private insurance 
and 
social security system s is vividly demon­ 
strated by the difference between the two sys­ 
tems in the propoition of benefits paid which 
is provided by interest income. Under the 
social security system , as amended this year, 
the interest earnings obtained from investing in 
Government bonds any excess of income over 
outgo will provide during the 1960’s only about 
five percent of the benefits disbursed; w hereas 
the interest earnings of fully funded private 
pension plans provide about 40 percent of the 
cost of benefits. Thus, the method of social 
security financing is by far the m ore costly 
arrangement. Because of the absence of interest 
income obtained by the social security system , 
greater dollar outlays in the form of taxes or 
contributions are required.

support of this position,

What is 
needed, rather than 
more law, is better enforce 
ment - 
as recognized by the 
House 
Appropriations Com­ 
mittee in allowing an increase 
of approximately $7 million in 
the 1964 budget of tile Food and 
Drug Administration. The com­ 
mittee has stated: “ E v e rsince 
the Food and Drug Act 
was 
passed, the Law has provided 
for a level of protection of the 
American people that the FDA 
has not had the facilities to 
achieve. 
This budget provides 
for a big forward step (includ­ 
ing a 20 percent increase in 
permanent personnel) in this 
direction." 
The Hart Bill (S. 387) proposes 
rule by bureaucracy rather than 
by law as we have known It. 
In 
granting authority 
to the 
Executive Branch to operate 
under the Administrative Pro­ 
cedures Act, it seeks question­ 
able enforcement rem edies that 
threaten the right 
of citizens 
to a fair trial based on the 
law and the truth. 
It 
would boost 
the cost of 
everything the housewife buys. 
It would cripple the vast mach­ 
inery of production and m arket­ 
ing. 
It would add not a thing 
to the protection of the con­ 
sumer. 
We should demand of 
our Senators that they throw it 
out - bodily.

The Colonel said that the In­ 
creasing use of the motor ve­ 
hicle and the great divergence 
of 
speeds 
they 
are being 
operated on our two-lane high­ 
ways in areas where passing is 
difficult, has caused congestion 
to become a more and more 
serious element in the traffic 
accident problem. 
Where drivers persist in driv­ 
ing a great deal slower than 
most of the other drivers on 
highways where safe passing 
is difficult, long lines of traf­ 
fic are the result. 
“ It is easy to see," he said, 
“ there is a greater chance 
for two cars to be in the same 
place at the same time under 
these conditions."

NATIONAL, NOT 
STATE CAPITOL 
BEST JOB-HUNTING GROUND 
If you are tired of working for 
a private company and want to 
try government 
employment, 
you might look toward Wash­ 
ington Instead of your state or 
local government. The average 
pay from Uncle Sam is much 
higher, even though there are 
a lot more state-local govern­ 
ment jobs. 
New figures show there are 
an estim ated 13 Federal ci­ 
vilian 
employees 
for 
every 
thousand Americans, according 
to Tax Foundation, Inc. At all 
levels of government, t h e r e 
were 9.7 million public em ­ 
ployees 
In 
October, 
196 3, 
348,000 more than In 1962. Most 
of the Increase was accounted 
for by state and local workers. 
They totaled 7.2 million as 
against 
the approximate 2.5 
million Federal workers as of 
the same date. (On a full-time 
equivalent basis, the 7.2 m il­ 
lion figure reduces to 6.3 m il­ 
lion). 
The kicker comes in the pay­ 
roll figures distributed by the 
Census Bureau. Of the total 
$4.3 billion monthly cost of 
civilian government payrolls, 
state and local payrolls amount­ 
ed to $2.8 billion. 
This means, said the Founda­ 
tion, that on average, each Fed­ 
eral employee received $559 a 
month, whereas a full-tim e 
state or local worker received, 
on average, $457. 
There Is a possibility the Fed­ 
eral worker’s pay may be in­ 
creased, too—even though a 
salary-hiking bill (total esti­ 
mated cost, $6 9 million yearly) 
was defeated only a few weeks 
ago. 
Another wage - boosting 
bill, costing $533 million an­ 
nually was proposed late last 
month. 
Here are some pertinent facts, 
notes the Foundation: 
(1) The OBE (Office of Busi­ 
ness Economics) says that av­ 
erage yearly earnings per full­ 
time employee in private busi­ 
ness rose from $4,238 in 1957 
to $5,014 in 1962, or 18 p e r­ 
cent; average compensation of 
Federal civilian workers com­ 
puted on the same basis rose 
31 
percent (from $4,971 to 
$6,506), while pay of state-local 
w orkers went from $3,958 to 
$5,014, or 27 percent. In the 
sam e period, the Consumer’s 
P rice Index went up less than 
8 percent. 
(2) Had the original pay-hik­ 
ing bill passed, it would have 
meant that Congress had okayed 
--w ithin 18 months--three pay 
increases costing $1.6 billion 
annually. 
(3) By one estimate, Federal 
civilian workers up to grade 
15 or 16 have obtained an over­ 
all pay increase of55percent— 
since 1955. U. S. employees 
generally have had six salary 
increases In the years 1955-64. 
The newest pay bill proposed 
would reduce the m a x i m u m 
raises to $7,500. It would raise 
legislators’ salaries to $30,000 
a year; last hike was in 1955. 
With his present ($22,500) pay, 
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a married Congressman, ming 
a Joint Federal Income tax re­ 
turn, with no other income to 
report and no dependents, now 
pays an estimated $5,394 In In­ 
dividual Income tax.

The Washington Merry- Go-Round

Washington - It is never plea- 
sant 
to criticize such agen­ 
cies as the FBI and the Sec­ 
ret Seryice, and last Decem­ 
ber this w riter was subjected 
to a considerable newspaper 
backlash for doing it. 
On Dec. 2, I reported 
that 
" s i x 
Secret 
Servicemen 
charged 
with 
protecting the 
President were in the F o r t 
Worth 
Press 
Club the early 
morning of Friday, Nov. 22, 
some of them remaining until 
nearly three o'clock. T h e y 
were drinking. When they de­ 
parted, three were reported en 
route to an all-night Beatnik 
rendezvous, 'The C ellar.' 
"Obviously men who have 
been drinking until three A.M. 
are in no condition to be trig­ 
ger-alert or in the best physi­ 
cal shape to protect anyone." 
Publication of this column 
brought 
a n angry call from 
P ierre Salinger, then in charge 
of White House press relations, 
plus concerned queries from 
some 
editors. The statem ent 
was made by Salinger and oth­ 
ers that the members of the 
White House detail who stayed 
up late did not have to work 
next day. 
The Warren Commission, af­ 
ter 
exhaustive 
investigation, 
has 
now 
reported 
to 
the 
contrary. It bears out the col­ 
umn of Dec, 2 except that nine, 
not six, agents were involved, 
with seven going on to The Cel­ 
la r. 
"M ost of the agents were 
there from about 1:30 or 1:45 
A.M. to about 2:45 or 3 A*M»," 
the 
Commission 
reported. 
"One agent was there from 2 
until 3 A.M." 
—Early Work Next Morning— 
"E ach of the agents who vis­ 
ited the Press Club or the C el­ 
lar coffee house had assign­ 
ments beginning no later than 
8 A .M .," the Commission found. 
"F o u r had key responsibilities 
as members of the complement 
of the follow-up car in the mo­ 
torcade. 
Three of these oc­ 
cupied positions on the running- 
boards and the fourth 
w a s 


seated in the car." 
The Commission then quoted 
from 
Secret 
Service 
rules 
against 
"use of intoxicating 
liquor of any kind, including 
wine and beer, by members 
of the White House detail," with 
the penalty "rem oval from the 
service." 


The agents involved were not 
removed, or even disciplined, 
despite what the Commission 
described a's a "c le a r viola­ 
tion." 


The Warren Commission was 
stern In its report. 
"The role of protecting t h e 
President," it said, " is so im­ 
portant . . . that it is reason­ 
able to expect them to meet 
very high standards of per­ 
sonal conduct. This is the salu­ 
tary goal to which the secret 
service regulation is directed 
when it absolutely forbids drink­ 
ing by any agent accompanying 
the President. 
“ Nor is this goal served when 
agents remain out until early 
morning hours and lose the op­ 
portunity to get a reasonable 
amount of sleep. It is conceiv­ 
able that these men who had 
little sleep, and who had con­ 
sumed 
alcoholic 
beverages, 
even 
i n 
limited 
quantities, 
might have been more alert in 
the Dallas motorcade if they had 
retired promptly in Fort Worth. 


—FBI To Blame Too— 
The column also reported on 
Dec. 14: "It is an indisputable 
fact that the FBI did interview 
Lee Oswald, the suspected as­ 
sassin, in advance. Despite this, 
it did not report him to the 
Secret Service. '"H ie FBI at 
first tried to cover up the 
fact it had interviewed Oswald," 
I reported, "and asked one of 
Oswald's friends not to admit 
to the press that the FBI had 
been around to see him . 
"It would appear to have 
been a shocking oversight to 
permit an unstable, irrational 
young man who had lived in Rus­

wald, the knowledge of his de­ 
fection, his arrogance and hos­ 
tility to the United States, his 
pro-Castro tendencies, his lies 
when 
interrogated by the FBI, 
his trip to Mexico where he 
was in contact with Soviet au­ 
thorities, his presence in the 
School Book Depository job, and 
its location along the route of 
the motorcade. 
On this failure to cooperate 
between the FBI and the Sec­ 
ret Service, the Warren Com­ 
mission concluded: 
"T here 
was no f u lly adequate liaison be­ 
tween the two agencies."

has killed the stories about 
"an alleged conspiracy of oil 
billionaires, of the race fana­

and of the poor white 
trash." 
"The 
Warren 
report 
has 
given us a feeling of relief," 
it added. "America remains 
what it is. The Warren report 
has destroyed the legend of the 
'Bad America.' This is the re­ 
port's great achievement." 
In Denmark, however, t h e 
Conservative^ p .T , said the re­ 
port "does not bring us one 
small step closer to the real 
truth about the assassination." 
The Copenhagen Radical-Lib­ 
eral Eksirabladet said: "The 
report is a strange document 
without any proofs. The doubts 
have become even greater, and 
the killing of President John F. 
Kennedy is still a m ystery." 
In London, following a morn­ 
ing press largely endorsing the 
report, the Conservative Eve­ 
ning Standard said this one big 
question remained:

Used ToPatch 
BloodVessels, 
Tissues 
—Gold leaf has been used 
successfully to patch punctured 
blood vessels and defects in oth­ 
er body tissues, including the 
braing, Drs. John P. Gallagher 
and Charles 
F , Geschickter, 
Washington, D.C., reported to­ 
day. 
Gold leaf "displays a unique 
ability to adhere closely to 
most of the body tissues in­ 
cluding bone" when it is elec­ 
trically charged, a technique 
used for centuries by guilders, 
the Georgetown University re­ 
searchers wrote in the Journal 
of the American 
Medical As­ 
sociation. 
"Its adherence, malleability, 
chemical inertness, 
and ten­ 
sile strength render gold leaf 
of singular value in surgery," 
they said. 
It acts like a patch when 
placed over a tear in a blood 
vessel, on a bleeding capillary 
surface, or on an opening in a 
membrane, 
they 
explained. 
This 
allows 
normal healing 
which renders the seal per­ 
manent, they added. 
In IO patients, charged gold 
leaf was used to stop bleeding 
from arteries and veins on the 
dura mater, which is the outer 
membrane of the brain, 
the 
cerebral and cerebellar cortex, 
and the surface of the spinal 
cord, according to the report. 
It also was used to control 
bleeding from soft tissues such 
as muscle. 
"It was found to be ideal for 
sealing small holes in the dura 
mater and as a protective cover 
for sutured incisions in this 
membrane," the authors said. 
None of the patients displayed 
any 
evidence 
of adverse re­ 
action to the gold implants and 
in all cases the wounds healed, 
they reported. 


For 
generations 
the 
per­ 
manent arrest of hemorrhage 
from arteries and veins asw ell 
as from oozing capillary beds 
has been a serious problem for 
surgeons, 
the authors com­ 
mented. Tieing off large blood 
vessels to control bleeding Is 
often not feasible. Other meth­ 
ods of controlling hemorrhage 
depend on the formation of a 
blood clot which may block tile 
blood vessel completely. 
Tile gold leaf patch does not 
rely on the formation of a clot, 
and 
animal 
studies 
showed 
application of the goldpatch toa 
wounded vessel does not reduce 
circulation, t h e researchers 
stressed* 
The gold leaf is electrically 
charged merely by stroking a 
camel hair brush against a rub­ 
ber comb and touching the leaf 
to the positively charged brush. 
The leaf adheres to the brush 
until It is touched to living 
tissue. Then it is promptly re­ 
leased and clings tightly to 
the tissue. In view of this, liv­ 
ing tissue apparently has a neg­ 
ative charge, the authors said.

conditions, foil loses an elec­ 
trostatic charge in a matter of

Gold leaf Is made by the time

of pure gold with a 
wooden mallet. Microscopic ex­ 
amination revealed that gold 
leaf is composed of stratified 
layers of metal. It is about 
I -280,000ths of an inch thick, 
consisting of 98 per cent gold 
and 2 per cent alloy, added as 
a hardener. 
It is the most malleable of 
all metals and blends Into de­ 
pressions and irregular su r­ 
faces with ease, the authors 
stressed. Even when beaten into 
thin sheets, it still retains its 
tensile strength. 
Unlike silver and tin, ele­ 
mental gold is chemically inert 
and appears to be ideal for use 
in human tissues. 
For surgical purposes, gold 
leaf should be two or three 
times as thick as the leaf now 
available, the aul tors added.

The Sluggers were an ag­ 
gregation probably typical of a 
hundred teams all over the town.

Tile Sluggers played teams 
from other neighborhoods not 
too far away; almost u n b elief 
aly, there were not a great 
many fights. Equipment

player 
furnished his own glove;almost 
everybody had a tut; die base­ 
balls were contributed by those 
who owned them. There were 
two types of baseballs: 
the 
“ quarter ball,” which cost and 
was worth just that, and the 
“ dollar-and-a-quarter”

called “ league” lull. 
Die Sluggers' home field was 
a (then) vacant lot at the north­ 
west corner of Bellevue and Jef­ 
ferson. Home plate was in the 
lot's southeast angle, with the 
diamond stretching northwest­ 
ward, liounded on the north by 
the Brooks home.

In 1959 I called fo rm e r 
A m bassador

Honorable Spruille B rad en , to 
my radio microphone to sound

countries. 
We did not like B atista. 
He 
was cruel and he was a tyran t.
